A young Malayan prince, caught 
with his English. ex-tutor’s wife in 
her bedroom after the tutor had 
forced open the door, shouted: 
“Sorry, sir’—and bolted. 

The prince, to whom the wife re- 
ferred in one of her letters as the 
“boy,” was cited as co-respondent in 
the Divorce Court yesterday.. 

Mr. Bernard Preedy, an officer in 
the education department- of the 
Federated. Malay States, and 
formerly headmaster of. Clifford 
School, Kuala Kangsar, Perak, 
Malaya, was granted a decree nisi 
-omthe ground of the adultery of his 
wife, Lilian Josephine, with Raja 
Mohamed, who was formerly a pupil 
at Mr. Preedy’s school. . 

Raja Mohamed is a nephew and 
adopted son of the former Sultan of 
Perak. : 

Frequént acts of adultery be- 
tween the wife and Raja Mohamed 
and specifically on April 15, 16 and 
17, 1937, at the school house, Clif- 
ford-road, Kuala Kangsar, were al- 
leged. 

Mrs. Preedy denied her husband’s 
allegations, Raja Mohamed did not 
appear. : 

The marriage was in August, 
1927, at Torpoint, Cornwall, when 
Mr. Preedy was thirty-two and his 
wife twenty-one. 

They afterwards lived at South 
Zeal, near Okehampton, Devon; 
Saltash, Cornwall, and later at 
Kuala Kangsar. 

Mr. Justice Hodson, given judg- 
ment, said Mrs. Preedy had given 
evidence denying adultery. Raja 
Mohamed was a member of a royal 
‘family in Malaya. 

He (the Judge) did not propose to 
allow himself to be influenced in 
any way by the fact that co-respon- 
dent was not present to defend the 
_ suit,-or by. the._fact. that he had 
taken no part at all in assisting 
Mrs. Preedy to repudiate the al- 
legations.against her. 

When the events relating to the 
petition occurred, the husband was 
suffering from neurasthenia. 

In 1982 Mrs, Preedy left ‘her hus- 
band in Malaya: and came -home. 
There was a dispute as to the cir- 
cumstances in which she did so. 

Mr. Preedy and-said she did so 
declaring that she intended to leave 
him for good. She did not admit 
that, and stated that she went home 
because she was ill, and with the 
full intention of returning to her 
husband, and ‘that she corresponded 
with him for a time. — 

‘She said that in October that 
year she set out to rgjoin him, and 
only turned ‘hack because he told 
her to.go home. 

“I believe the separation was 
brought about by Mrs. Preedy’s wish 


to leave him,”. said the ‘Judge, “and. 
that she told him afterwards she 


wanted a divorce:and said there was

Nothing, however, was done, and 
the parties lived apart until 1986. 

During the. separation, Mr. 
Preedy voluntarily paid his wife an 
allowance which in proportion to 
his income, was fair and not un- 
generous. : 

He saw her on one or two occa- 
sions in 1936, when he was home on 
leave, and a good deal of her talk 
was about her debts and financial 
dirficulties. Whether that had any 
bearing on her subsequent conduct 


or not, she rejoined him in Malaya’ 


in 1986. 
WIFE SAID RAJA.WAS A 
“NICE-MANNERED BOY” 

He (the Judge) was unable ‘o 
accept the wife’s statement that,

They lived together, not in great 
harmony, in .1986 and the early part 
of 1987, and it was during this time 
that the wife’s association with 
Raja Mohamed began.

STERLING PAY

In, Candlelight — 


The iron lung which 


Lourdes, May 7. 


for three years has kept 


alive Frederick Snite, twenty-eight-year-old son of 
a Chicago millionaire, was backed in.a trailer into 
the centre of a: row of bath chairs for the Benedic-. 
tion in Lourdes Cathedral square this evening. 


A long. line of cripples sat around the steps of 


—————+the cathedral, and behind them were pilgrims who 


had come to pray for their relief in the city of 


miracles. 


The apple-gireen cylinder in which Fréderick 
Snite has made a pilgrimage of more than 4,000 
miles heaved and sighed in the middle of them, 
adding a dull bass to their prayers. : 


Nothing moved in the square ex- 
cept the shadow of the bellows that 
pump air—and life—for Snite. 
From them he took breath to mur- 
mur his: responses as the bishop led 
the prayers and hymns. ; 

Only Snite’s head hung out of 
the end of the lung, and he watch- 
ed the service ‘through a reflecting 
mirror. Occasionally his father 
gave him a side mirror so that he 
could watch the actions of the 
priest on the steps round the 
corner. 

The bishop went along the line 
of cripples blessing them with. the 
sign of the Cross. Then he came 
to Snite, in a small clearing. 

Standing in the shadow of the 
bellows the bishop made the sign of 
the Cross over the mouth of the 
lung, 

Snite’s hands were not free to re- 
ply to the ‘gesture, so he just closed 
his eyes and murmured. 

Inside the trailer which carries 
the lung were Sisters of ‘Mercy 
and nurses. The nurses watched 
the batteries that work the bellows. 

SWITCHED OFF 

“As the bishop neared “the” lung’ 
they switched from full pressure to 
low, to lessen the noise of the 
mechanism. 

In the dawn Snite had heard 
Mass at the Grotto, where miracles 
are claimed. The Grotto is lined 
with crutches, and the roof is 
smoked with the candles that con- 
‘stantly ‘burn on an altar.’ 

Here was one of the greatest 
scientific miracles, the iron lung, 
present at the spot where the Ro- 
man Catholic Church claims mira- 
cles of faith. 

As Snite was being wheeled away 
from Mass the first rays of the 
rising sun shone across the mouth 
of the dark Grotto. 

He asked the driver to push him 
back again; and he lay there in the 
sunrise praying, with his head 
hanging out of the machine. 

Afterwards he said: “I, made a 
very humble prayer. If God wills 
it, I-will be cured.” 

Snite’s father told me: 
is more cheerful and comforted 
than he has ever been since he went 
into the lung. _. 

“The expression on his face when 
he came away from Mass this. morn- 
ing was worth ‘all the journey.” 

“Snite went back from Mass to the 

hospital by the river, where he has 

a private ward. Sisters of Mercy 
and four nurses look after him 
there. The nurses give him treat- 


ment, and the sisters sey continual 


prayers for his recovery. 


as Snite watched a torchlight pro- 
cession to the Chapel of St. Therese 
Bernadette, the saint of Lourdes. 
The candles were held by Snite’s 
father, the nurses, and the engineer 
who looks after the lung. Snite 
murmured prayers as the procession 


,passed. 


A priest made the sign of the 
Cross over the reflector through 


“My son |. 


‘Po-night six.candles burned round, es 
‘ wae iron Jung at the hoa door 


which the man in the lung watched 
‘the lighted square. 

Then a young girl from the. pro- 
cession broke through the priests 
and nurses, knelt in front of the 
respirator with a candle in each 
hand, and prayed for Snite. 

All to-morrow special prayers are 
to be offered for him in tiny chapels 
in the neighbouring mountains. 

He will be taken to the bath to 
watch the other pilgrims immersed. 
It is unlikely, however, that his 
doctors will allow him to be taken 
out of the lung. 

He has sent a candle. to burn 
at the foot of the Madonna in the 
Grotto, and a bottle of the spring 
water that is blessed has been taken 
to the hospital for him. 

His doctors say they have taken 
him almost as far as-science will go. 
A new, smaller lung, with a-trans- 
parent front and ajzip fastener 
down the back, is being perfected 
for him. 

In six months he will be able to 
sit up ina bathchair in this lung, 
with arms and legs free. But the 
doctors do not expect him ever to 
breathe without a respirator. 

‘Before his illness. 
Snite planned to be a priest. Now, 
at Lourdes, he is taking part in a 
nine-day thanksgiving service for 
being alive.

ANDREW NEWTON JUNIOR, 
WORLD’S GAMEST. BOXER 


HE ring has ‘provided tales of 

_ tragedy in plenty; stories of 
gameness and grit by the hundred, 
but never has the rope. square pro- 
duced a more fantastic man than 
Andrew Newton junior. 

Son of -the well-lmown . ‘Professor’ 
Andrew Newton, veteran boxing  in- 
structor, Andrew was, a few years ago, 
a smashing welterweight. He could 
move like lightning. Hit with both 
hands. He met the best in the world 
fm his class. Yet his appetite for ac- 
tion remained unsatisfied. -Althouch 
never much more than the official 10st. 
@ib. of a welterweight, he clashed with 
middles, light heavies, and heavy- 
weights. 

Whoever they were, they - knew 
they'd been in a fight with Andrew 
Newton junior. 

In 1926 he was forcing his way with 
dynamite gloves towards the champion- 
ship, and he was matched with the 
great Len Harvey. For round after 
round the battle swayed, first Harvey 
in the front, then Newton forging 
ahead. In the first round Harvey had 
scored with a wicked right that had 
closed Newton’s eye completely: Never- 
theless, Andrew boxed with fin e disdain 
for the injury. He carried on gamely 
until the eighth round, then the fight 
was stopped, and Harvey given the 
verdict. 


But that eye never opened. again.” 


The optic nerve was injured, and after 
a succession of doctors had examined 
the injury the eye was completely Te- 
moved... , 


But young Newton carried on.- 
Somehow his baxing was unaffect- 
od. He stepped into the ring with 
such men as Marcel Thil, Jack 
Hook, Le Beasant, , middleweight 
champion of France, and Porcher, 
welterweight king of the same 
eaeey: And these were just a 
few. 


Other Eye Weakened 


Newton's other eye had been con- 
siderably weakened by the operation, 
and in the. following two years he 
roamed Europe searching for special. 
ists, and spending a fortune on fees, 
He travelled to Germany, Holland, 
Italy, France and Belgium in the hope 
of saving his sight. But his remain- 
ing eye got worse, and eventually Dr, 
Korsky of Germany gave Newton the 
worst verdict he ever heard in his life. 
He told Andrew that he would be stone 
blind within 12 months. . 

Yet Andrew rallied under that cr ush- 
ing blow, and gave proof that his in- 
domitable courage was with him al. 
ways, not only in the ring. Knowing 
his days of light were numbered, An 
drew determined to go out in a blaze 
of glory. He took on anybody. He 
gave the fans some fighting they will 
never forget. As the crowds cheered 
hysterically at his whirlwind victories, 
as they rose to their feet and threw 
their caps in the air, when Newton 
sent his foes crashing to the canvas, 
they little realised they were watching 
a deena man—going out with oa grand 


Newton fought like a fiend. He beat 
Leopardie, Italy’s middleweight _cham-
